This is 39 Millions Less Than Esti­ 
mates Sent in One Year Ago by 
Taft

crease in Needs of Army. 


Washington, Dec. I.—Congress will 
have to appropriate $1,108,681,777 to 
operate the government for the fiscal 
year of 1915, according to the esti­ 
mates of the departments, sent to the 
house by Secretary McAdoo today. 
The estimates are $22,864,067 above 
the appropriations for the last fiscal 
year, but more than thirty-nine mil­ 
lion below the estimates of that year. 
They 
are: 
Legislative 
establish* 
ment, $7,533,331; executive, $30,809,- 
268; judicial, $1,242,110; agricultural, 
$19,061,332; postal, $306,953,117; for­ 
eign intercourse, $4,447,042; military, 
$105,937,544; naval, $139,831,953; In­ 
dian 
affairs, 
$10,208,865; 
pensions, 
$169,150,000; 
public w’orks, $97,817,- 
592; miscellaneous, $84,393,213; per­ 
manent annual appropriations, $131,- 
196,407. 
The appropriation 
for 
the 
army 
shows a great increase, and is ex­ 
plained by the statement that the 
army is much larger than hereto­ 
fore. 
Four hundred thousand is ask­ 
ed for military aeronautics. 
The agricultural department wants 
big appropriations for investigating 
marketing and storage methods to t 
the benefit of the farmer and con­ 
sumer, also for road-making investi­ 
gation. 
The W’ar department asks $41,000,- 
000 for rivers and harbors, of which 
$2,300,000 is for the Missouri river 
from its mouth to Fort Benton.

ing phases of the m onarchist upris­ 


ing in Portugal during the night of 
Oct. 20 
have 
just 
become 
known 
through the confession of a naval en­ 
gineer. 
The investigation which fol­ 


lowed resulted in the arrest of 200 


ii arines, • eighteen 
sergeants 
and 


majiy officers. The plot had 
its in­ 
ception at the marine barracks. 
Frietas Ribeiro, 
m inister 
of 
the 
navy, received a note late in the ev­ 
ening from a naval 
engineer 
who 
had been involved in the monarchist 
uprising of last April, and who was 
confined in the 
prison 
of the bar- 
lacks. 
The 
note 
informed Ribeiro 
that, a m o n a rc h ist conspiracy would 
ci’lrainaMe in an uprising 
in a few' 
hours. Ribeiro went immediately 
to 
the barracks on the pretense of 
in­ 
specting them. As he passed through 
the prison wing he inquired whether 
there were any prisoners in the cells. 
The nam© of the 
officer 
who had 
written him was* mentioned. 
The 
m inister asked that the prisoner bs 
brought to him. 
When they were 
alone 
the man 
told Ribeiro that tie believed in the 
republic and that he desired the mon­ 
archist conspiracy to fail. 
He had 
had nothing whatever to do with It 
except that h e had been approached, 
supplied with a list of monarchists in 
the barracks and told to hold him* 
self in readiness to take part in the 
revolt, which would take place that 
right. It had been assumed 
by the 
conspirators that the officer in ques* 
tion was a monarchist. 
The officer produced the memoran­ 
da, giving the 
names 
of 
the ser­ 
geants who had sworn to betray the 
republic. The m inister ordered these 
sergeants to be brought before him. 
disarmed, and they w’ere arrested, to­ 
gether with Lieutenant Teixeira, the 
officer on duty, who, 
it was afters 
wards learned, had cut the telephone 
wires on the arrival of Ribeiro. The 
marines w’ere called 
under arms in 
tirade and inspected by the minister, 
who remained the rest of the night 
i\ the barracks. 
The sentries were 
all changed, sure men being placed 
on duty. 
Detachments of marines 
were kept under arms 
at the bar­ 
racks, and the government 
was in­ 
formed that 
a 
rising 
would take 
lace at various points In the capital 
and in the country during the night. 
It was this information which enabl­ 
ed th© government 
to be prepared 
for the outbreaks and disorders that 
began at midnight. 
Joao de Azevedo Ooutinho, 
chief 
of the present monarchist conspira­ 
cy and the confidential agent of for­ 
mer King Manuel, arrived at the bar­ 
racks, accompanied 
by 
a sergeant, 
who afterwards shot himself. 
Pro­ 
ducing a key, Coun tin ho calmly tried 
to open. the door, but the lock would 
not yield. At this moment a sentry 
■fired three shots. Countinho and his 
companion jumped 
into their auto­ 
mobile, which 
drove 
away at full 
speed. The plot, so far 
as the m a­ 
rines were concerned, war. an utter 
failure. It appears that the regiment 
of marines wns to have been the first 
to take up arm s against the republic, 
and that other regiments w ere to fol­ 
low'. The engineer who had 
such an 
important part in this affair remains 
a prisoner for the present, but he re­ 
ceives the homage of the whole bar­ 
racks and it is understood will have 
the fullest recognition from the gov 
em inent for his services.

honor on the doer. He is entitled to 
rank and respect. As his part is’ tha* 
goeth forth to battle, so shall his 
part he that tarrieth by the stuff, in 
honor. But labor is entitled to proper 
remuneration.

But now’ he had 
hardly a friend, all because it was 
believed that he was guilty of injus­ 
tice In dealing with persons who had 
placed money where he held respon­ 
sibility.

stance of the section men. They are

men. 
They w’atch the track, look after the 
ties, the rails, see that there is no 
washout, shovel the snow’ from

country. When you travel over the 
land at terrific speed you owe your 
safety to the fidelity of the men on 
the section.

Labor Entitled to Safety. 
‘•The belated cry of ‘safety first' is 
now heard. The employers are awak­ 
ening to the importance 
of taking 
care of the life and health of the em­ 
ployes. 
The tolls of industry in the 
j lives of workmen is terrible. 
Last 
year, for railroads alone, the number j 


f of killed was 3,519 and 60,235 injur­ 


ed. If you add to this the mine dis­ 
asters and the number killed and in­ 
jured in other hazardous occupations 
you have a vast number. Then there 
are the occupational diseases. 
Men 
and women work in many unsanitary 
surroundings where disease is inevi­ 
table. I have been visiting a young 
man occasionally who worked where 
the atmosphere and light were bad 
aud contracted 
consumption. 
His 
:*cung life is going 
out 
with this 
dreadful disease. During my ministry 
I have buried many who have liter­ 
ally been m artyrs to the industries 
of the country. They were as heroic 
as the soldiers who died in battle. 
No monuments are erected to their 
memories. 
No 
historian 
seeks to 
know’ all the little 
details 
of 
their 
lives. But the heroism of the battle­ 
field Is duplicated every day by the 
toilers who face disease or death for 
the sake of their families. Sometimes 
we say that it is voluntary on their 
part. It is true that they go of 
their 
own free will and accord. But they 
go as a m atter of necessity. It is iii 
the long run a 
matter 
of compul­ 
sion.

It is difficult to discuss the good 
employer, because 
many 
employers 
are guilty of none of the things men­ 
tioned. 
Many of them are sincere, 
conscientious 
men, 
who 
have 
at 
heart the betterment 
of 
their em­ 
ployes. They consider their families, 
their health and their interests gen­ 
erally. Their Interest is not feigned, 
but genuine, and they 
will receive 
the rew’ard of those whom the Lord 
blesses, when He said,
